SUBJECT: ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN'S JUNE 5 MEETING WITH 
STATE SECRETARY BRINKHORST: US-SOVIET RELATIONS 
AND CSCE 

1. SUMMARY. DURING DISCUSSION WITH STATE SECRETARY 
BRINKHORST ON EC MATTERS AND US-EC RELATIONSHIP (SEPTEL) 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN ALSO TOUCHED ON US-SOVIET 
RELATIONS AND CSCE. END SUMMARY. 
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2. US-SOVIET RELATIONS. IN DISCUSSION ON PROSPECTS FOR 
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TRADE BILL, HARTMAN TOLD BRINKHORST WE WERE CONCERNED 
ABOUT SATISFACTORY RESOLUTION OF JACKSON AMENDMENT PROBLEM. 
HARTMAN SUGGESTED ONE POSSIBILITY WAS COMPROMISE LANGUAGE 
WHICH WOULD ENABLE PRESIDENTIAL DETERMINATION ON WHETHER 
EMIGRATION AT SATISFACTORY LEVEL AND PROVISION FOR REVIEW 
OF DETERMINATION BY CONGRESS. HARTMAN SAID SIGNIFICANT 
CAUSE OF CONCERN IS EFFECT JACKSON AMENDMENT MIGHT HAVE 
ON THOSE IN SOVIET UNION WHO WERE EITHER QUESTIONING 
OR OPPOSING DESIRABILITY OF DETENTE IN VIEW OF SOVIET 
LACK OF SUCCESS IN MIDDLE EAST, ETC. ON DISARMAMENT SIDE, 
HARTMAN SAID IT WAS HARD TO SEE ANY REAL PROGRESS, ALTHOUGH 
THERE SOME POSSIBILITY OF MIRV AGREEMENT WITHIN SALT. 
BRINKHORST ASKED ABOUT REPORTED SOVIET DECISION AGAINST 
FOREIGN PARTICIPATION IN EXPLOITATION SOVIET ENERGY 
RESOURCES. HARTMAN POINTED OUT REPORT WAS INACCURATE AND 
SOVIETS HAVE DENIED IT. 

3. CSCE. HARTMAN SAID WE HAD EXPECTED SOVIET CONCESSIONS 
IN BASLET 3 BUT FOR SOME REASON SOVIETS HAVE DECIDED 
THEY ARE NOT PREPARED TO OFFER THEM NOW. BRINKHORST 
NOTED BASKET 1 GOODS HAD BEEN DELIVERED PRIOR TO EASTER 
AND SOVIETS HAD YET TO DELIVER ON BASKET 3. HARTMAN 
SAID WE HAD TOLD SOVIETS THERE HAD TO BE SUBSTANTIAL 
PROGRESS IN BASKET 3 OR THERE WOULD BE NO CSCE SUMMIT 
AND PERHAPS EVEN NO THIRD STAGE. HARTMAN SAID PRESIDENT 
WILL MAKE THIS CLEAR WHEN HE VISITS MOSCOW. HARTMAN 
SAID WE HOPED FOR THOROUGH DISCUSSION OF ALLIES' CSCE 
POSITION DURING OTTAWA MINISTERIAL. 

4. THIS TELEGRAM REPORTING ON HIS CONVERSATION WAS NOT 
REVIEWED BY ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN BEFORE HE 
DEPARTED THE HAGUE.
